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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,3,5, and 7-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The above mentioned claims are allowable over prior arts because the CPA (Cited Prior 
Art) of record fails to teach or render obvious the claimed limitations in combination with 
the specific added limitations, as recited in independent claim 1, and subsequent 
dependent claims. 

The CPA does not teach or suggest a system of authenticating a user of a data 
processing device, by requiring the user to input an identification number which is then 
transmitted to an individual authentication card which has a function of comparing the 
received identification number and the identification number stored on the card, 
wherein, a successful comparison allows the release of biological information and a 
password to the data processing device, which are then collated on the data processing 
device with the biological information input via a biological input device and the 
password stored on the device. This system allows a three-factor authentication 
wherein the identification number is collated directly on the individual authentication 
card to allow the authentication of the user by releasing the biological information and 
the password, which are used to authenticate the user. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee, and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled, "Comments on 
State of Reasons for Allowance." 



Response to Arguments 

3. In light of the Appeal Brief, filed January 24, 2005, the Examiner has considered 
the arguments presented by the applicant. The arguments argue that the motivation of 
the combination of the cited prior arts is not sufficient to establish a prima facie case of 
obviousness, as the cited prior arts teach away from each other. The arguments 
presented by the applicant are found to be persuasive in regards to independent claim 
1, and subsequent dependent claims 3,5, and 7-10. Therefore, the rejection of claims 
1,3,5, and 7-10 has been withdrawn.
